True  religion  is  llic  source  ot  Uiiitincss  and  good  '] 
will.  It  is  the  rich  gilt  of  Heaven  ini|)artcd  to  err- 
ing  man,  to  enlighten  his  mind,  strcngi  hen  ins  weak-  jj 
ness,  and  bind  him  by  the  strong  cords  ot  fraternal  || 
affection  to  his  brotlier  man.  In  view  of  the  frailty  li 
to  which  the  most  perfect  of  our  lace  are  subject,  jj 
it  calls  uiKin  us  to  exercise  a  forgiving  spirit,  and 
allow  a  sense  of  our  failings  to  temper  the  juiig-r 
ment  we  pass  upon  tlie  imperfections  of  otlier.s.  j; 
What  mortal  is  perfect !  Wlio  is  without  faults?  jj 
Who  have  not  their  “  weak  jioints,”  through  whicli 
temptation  can  successfully  assail  llicni  ?  Wlio, 
in  this  world,  is  elevated  above  all  liability  to  err  ? 
None.  From  these  rclleclions,  we  discover  the 
truth  and  beauty  of  the  abov'c  words  which  declare  : 
that — “Religion  enjoins  it  upon  us  to  cover  lliej. 
faultsofour  kind  witli  a  veil  of  indulgence.”  i| 
to  approbate  their  sins — not  to  encourage  them  in, 
crime  or  error — not  to  refrain  from  cliiding  their  | 
transgressions — but  rather  to  dislinguish  hetween  L 
wilful  wickedness,  and  tliosc  faults  whicli  arise  j) 
from  the  general  impitrfeclion  of  our  race;  and  I 
while  we  denounce  and  chastise  the  former  to  cast  “ 
the  mantle  of  charily  over  the  hitter.  There  is  a  ; 
vast  distinction  between  deliberate  sin,  :md  human  j 
failings.  The  one  is  a  crime  which  religion  calls' 
upon  us  to  reprobate;  the  other  is  a  misliirtunc,  j; 
over  which  it  te.aehes  us  to  llirow  tlic  “  veil  of  in¬ 
dulgence.”  The  Saviour,  while  openly  rebuking  jj 
sin,  ever  hKjked  with  an  eye  of  comptission  upoiiji 
the  failings  ii:cident  to  humanity — u]/on  honest! 
error  and  blinded  delusion. 

The  influence  of  intolerance  is  directly  the  re-  jl 
verse  of  religion.  So  far  from  teaching  ns  to  cover  j 
the  frailties  of  human  nature,  it  influences  him  who  • 
possesses  its  spirit,  to  transform  even  the  hone.«t  j 
opinions  of  his  fellow-being.«,  into  crimo.s!  And  j 
how  many  are  there  in  Christitm  sects,  under  the  ■ 
sway  of  this  spirit  of  intolerance!  How  many,  ^ 
who  apparently  view  it  as  one  of  the  most  hein-  i 
ous  crimes,  for  an  individual  to  entertain  a  reli-  ' 
gious  opinion,  different  from  their  own  !  Are  there  |; 
not  professing  Christians  who  look  with  suspicion 
and  scorn  upon  those  of  anotlier  sect  ?  who  ilo  not  : 
hesitate  to  ca.st  reproach  and  contumely  and  an  ,, 
evil  name  upon  them  /  and  .some  even,  w  ho  would  ,, 
be  in  favor  of  penal  laws  with  .severe  iienallies,  to  ,! 
compel  men  to  adopt  their  religious  faith  ?  The 
pages  of  ecclesiastical  history  instruct  us,  that  in  jj 
days  past,  such  Intve  existed  in  the  religious  cotii-  : 
munity  ;  and  1  ihitik  it  is  not  violatitig  the  dictates  j 
of  charity  to  suppt'se  that  sotne  may  be  foutid  iiii;

i.  e.,  speak  the  truth,  plainly  atid  without  eipiivo- 
cation — spe.ak  as  you  metin.

tian  sueh  as  his  name  would  indicate,  there  would  ; 
be  no  need  of  oaths.  All  would  sjic.ik  the  truiii, 
and  lie  not  to  one  another.

tains.  A  man  w'liose  general  character  is  bad,  w  ho 
has  often  been  found  guilty  of  falsehood,  can  have 
little  influence,  though  he  speak  under  oath :  w  bile 
the  man  of  truth  and  hone.-ty  w  ill  he  rcgardid  as 
a  safe  w  itness,  though  the  w'eight  of  his  tcstinmiiy 
rests  on  liis  own  story,  plainly  told. 

We  should  rejoice  to  see  the  time  come  w  hen 
every  witness  cjilled  ujioti  the  stand,  should  be  re- 
i|uircd  to  testify  plainly  under  the  jicnalties  of  per¬ 
jury',  without  the  present  practice  of  calling  on  the 
holy  name  of  our  God  to  regard  a  case  the  most 
mean  and  despicable.  Testimony  thus  given 
would  depend  on  the  gi.neral  character  of  the  wit¬ 
ness  as  a  man  of  truth,  and  not  on  the  single  fact 
that  he  has  taken  an  oath. 

On  this  ground  Universalists  could  claim  njiiai 
privileges  with  others,  and  I  shall  rejoice  to  see  the 
laws  so  altered  that  honest  men  may  testify,  while 
the  mere  professor  shall  he  rejected  for  the  lack  of 
that  moral  character  necessary  to  give  (  redeiu  e  to 
his  evidence.  I  hope  all  Univci.'^alisls  w  ill  In  uce- 
lorth  refuse  to  “swear  at  all,”  and  in  all  cases  give 
a  jilain  atlirmation  to  the  truth.

I  Mankind  are  very  likely  to  become  the  dupes

[learance.”  But  in  nothing  are  wc  more  liable  to 
,  be  entrapped  in  the  snares  of  treacherous  dujili- 
city,  than  in  listening  to  the  teachings  of  outside 
show.  Aw'are  of  this,  the  fawning  sycojihant  at¬ 
tempts  to  ingratiate  himself  into  favor  and  confi- 
,  deuce  by  the  manifestation  of'  a  graceful  exterior, 
and  a  polite  and  gentlemanly  deportment.  By 
this  delusive  snare,  the  nieehanic  imposes  on  his 
customer,  the  artist  on  the  wondering  spectator,  the 
merchant  on  the  purchaser  of  his  wares,  the  hy¬ 
pocrite  on  the  unsuspecting  and  credulous,  and  ths 
priest  on  the  ignorant  and  supersiiiious. 

By  judging  from  external  aiipearances,  without 
a  due  examination  of  things,  peojile  have  mistaken 
their  true  interests,  drawn  improiicr  and  erroncotis 
conclusions,  and  fallen  victims  to  their  own  indis- 
jeretion.  A  superficial  ohserver  is  always  subject 
to  the  most  impious  frauds.  Forming  opinions 
without  inve.stigation,  and  estimating  things  ac¬ 
cording  to  external  appearances,  he  often  regards 
that  as  valuable,  which  is  worthless ;  and  places 
confidence  in  a  treacherous  character,  w'ho  secures 
iru.st  hut  to  betray.  The  painted  sepulchre  ap¬ 
pears  externally  like  a  rich  and  costly  palace,  or 
splendid  temple,  suggesting  to  the  mind,  by  asso¬ 
ciation  tlie  idea  of  gilded  tra|)pings,  elegant  furni¬ 
ture  and  gorgeous  eiiuijiage  ;  hut  on  a  minute  in- 
j  spection,  it  presents  a  scene  forbidding  and  appall- 
I  ing.  The  penitentiary  jirison  may  resemble  a 
w  ell  fortified  castle  in  its  outward  appearance,  and 
seem  to  intimate  that  happiness  reigns  within.

Now  had  the  above  indignitv  iiecn  coniinittcd  by  ac¬ 
cident,  or  mistake,  or  through  ignorunce,  or  had  the  per¬ 
petrators  of  it  been  the  proprietors  of  the  lioiise  and 
bell,  there  would  have  been,  if  not  an  apology,  at  lea.st  | 
some  pailiatiuii  of  the  otl'ence  :  but  a.s  neither  of  these 
can  be  pretended,  it  is  to  be  reganled  as  an  outrage  ab.so- 
lutely  intolerable  and  iiie.vctisable.  The  .Methodists  at 
Dundee  knew  it  to  be  so  at  the  lime,  and  therefiire  they 
instructed  and  sent  a  Ih»j,  a  minor,  to  do  what  they  had 
not  the  courage  to  do  themselves  ;  and  even  he,  boy 
'hinigh  he  was,  fell  guilty  and  conscious  that  he  w  as  do- 
ingwiong,  or  hi’  never  would  have  Iwked  himself  in 
ajid  all  others  out  of  the  b,-lfry.  till  the  whole,  this  . 
.shameful  indignity,  on  the  part  of  the  .Methodists  towards 
the  Uiiiversalists  at  Dundee,  most  strikingly  re.sembles  i 
tlie  deadly  serpent  which  will  tntii  atid  sting  the  very 
iiand  of  kindness  and  bosom  of  friendship  that  wanned 
it  into  life.  \Vc  are  alw  ays  inclined  to  make  all  due '
